On the Danube, from the Iron Gate 
to Giurgevo, opposite Rastchuk, Bul- 
garia, there have been reciprocal bom- 
*|bardments at several points by Aus- 
tro-Hungarian war craft and Ruman- 
ian shore batteries. A Zeppelin and 
a hostile aeroplane have dropped 
bombs on the Rumanian capital, 

Austria’s acknowledgment of the 
retirement of her foreés in the moun- 
tainous region to previously prepared 
positions in the rear has. been follow- 
ed by claims by-Rumania that the 
troops of King Ferdinand have ar- 
rived at a point within three miles of 
Kronstadt, the chief commercial city 
of - Transylvania. Vienna admits 
that the Rumanians are engaged with 
the Austro-Hungarians in the Gyerg- 
yo, mountains, which shows that Ru 
manian forces have invaded Transyl- 
vnia to a distance of some 25 miles 
The Rumanians are also near Koedzi- 
Vasarhely, about 40 miles northeast 
of Kronstadt. .

The entry of Rumania into the war 
seems to have been the cause of re- 
newed activities on all fronts and the 
‘result has been most encourging for 
the Allies. 

An official” report from London 
says: “Fighting is very severe all 
along the Macedonian front. It adds 
that Bulgarian regiments suffered a 
severe check at the hand of the Ser- 
vians on the entente left flank and 
that the Bulgarian losses are estima- 
ted at 15,000 men. ‘ 

Paris reports that German troops 
penetrated the French trenches in the 
Parroy forest in Loraine, last night, 
but were immediately ejected by a 
counter-attack. 

Official announcement from Buch- 
arest states that the passage of Rus- 
sian troaps through Humania has be- 
gun.

A Petrograd . correspondent says: 
“Rumania’s task obviously will not be’ 
confined to the Bulgarian front, where 
a devision would be merely of second- 
ary consequence. Russia has ready 
considerable forces for use in the Bal- 
gans, composed of former Austro- 
Hungarian subjects, fully armed and 
officered partly by Austro-Hungar- 
ians and partly by Serbians.

crease in the enemy’s responsibilities. 

It-is the envelopment of the central 
powers which Rumanian success 
would complete that is the capital 
fact of the situation. Economically, 
the importance of Rumania’s step is 
the loss to the central powers of sup- 
ylies they have been drawing from 
the big Balkan states. 

Germeny has been receiving cattle, 
wheat and petroleum from Rumania 
in grat quantities. This supply is 
now cut off, when the demand is more 
urgent than ever,” 

In her declaration of war Rumania 
gives the following as her reason for 
entering the struggle at the present 
time: 

“The persecution of Rumanians by 
Austro-Hungarian officials is alleged, 
and it is charged that agreements 
which existed between Rumania and 
the former members of the. triple 
alliance have been broken in letter and 
spirit, from the time Germany and 
Austria entered the war. 

Italy, the declaration says, was 
obliged to detach herself from Austro- 
Hungary,and Germany. In conclus- 
ion, the communication sets forth as 
follows the motives in compelling Ru- 
mihia to enter the war: 

First—The Rumanian population in 
Rumanian territory exposed to the 
hazards of war and of invasion. 

Second—Rumania believes that by 
intervening she can shorten the war. 

Third—Rumania. places herself on 
th@side of those powers which she be- 
lieves can assist her most efficaciously 
in realizing her national ideals,

When eggs are cheap, it is well to 
use them freely in the luncheon 
menu. There are many egg receipts 
that make delicious lunclioon dishes, 
The breakfast egg is apt to be served 
with a tiresome absence of variety 
as this is a meal that must be pre- 
pared quicl#y; but preparing luncheo: 
the excuse is not valid. : 

Golden cream toast is an attractive 
dish, and is easily. prepared: Cut 
bread into even pieces; toast and but- 
ter the pieces and moisten them with 
hot water. Boil six eggs hard. © Sep- 
arate the whites from the yolks; chop 


.the whites ‘and press yolks through a. 


colander. Make a white sauce of one 
tablespoon of flour cooked together, 
@nd a cup of cream or milk added. 
When this cream ig thickened, ‘add 
the chopped whites, and season with 
pepper and salt. Spread this mixture 
on slices of toast and cover the top 
with the mashed yolks. Serve very 
hot. ‘ 

Moulded Ham and Eggs~Run a 
cup of boiled ham through the meat 
chopper. Moisten it with a white 
Bauce and a raw egg to a paste. 
Cover the bottom ‘of individual egg 
dishes with this mixture. Break an 
egg in the centre of each dish and 
poach in the oven for eight or ten 
minutes. Garnish each dish with 
parsley. 

Eggs and Rice.—Boil some eggs 
hard, and cut them-into halves. Make

DEADLY TRENCH RAIDS 


Germans Adopt Clever British Ruse— 
Curiosity the Reason 


Frederick Palmer writes from Brit: 
ish Headquarters in France ‘as fol- 
lows: An uncanny curiosity gives the 
soldiers their incentive for trench 
raids, Ordinarily they never see their 
enemy hidden in his burrows acros@ 
No Man's Land from their own bur- 
rows. Unseen bullets from unseen 
epipers crack overhead, Unseen guns 
suddeuly concentrate in a deluge of 
e'ells, For months this sort of thing 
goes on and the trenches of the adver- 
sariee remain always in the same 
prety) the grim monotony of casual- 
fes and watching continues, This 
aroused the desire to “get at” the 
enemy which the trench rair satisfies. 
It means that you are going to spring 
over your parapet and rush across No 
Man's Land into the very houses of 
the enemy and man’ to man on his 
doorstep prove whether you are a 
better man than he is. 

To go over the parapet ordinarily 
means death, In order to make any 
such rush there must be “interfer 
ence,” as they say in football, and 
the batb wire in front of the enemy's 
trench must be cut. This is usually 
done by the guns, which become 
more and more deadly in their ability 
fo turn accurate sprays of destruction 
on given points. They cover the rush 
and they cover the return of the 
raiders with their prisoners, 

But the guns are not all; there | 
is all kigds of organized trickery in 
order to enable a body of soldiers to

There have been trench raids where | 
every man who went out was re 
sponsible for a casualty or prisoner, 
while the raiders’ own loss was not 
one in ten to the enemy's. There 
are also failures. Success requires | 
that every detail should work out 
fight. The British inaugurated trench 
raiding, which the Germans promptly | 
imitated. Where its development will 
end bo one dares venture to say. One 
advantage of aay sie is that, those. 
who return are bound to back 
some information of value te in- 
telligence corps. "
